The committes, which is headed by A.
B. Farqubar of York, Pa., has no change
to suggest in rd to the Interstate Com-
merce Commission and its relations to
business. The commission has power
enough at present and is wise enough to
seek no more. The report goes on:

What our business particularly needs just
now is the removal of all barriers to honest
commerce, & reconstruction of the phrase-
ology of the Sherman anti-trust law to accord
with the evident intent of its author, in order
that combinations not at variance with the
interests of the people should be permitted.

The report says that the Sherman law
has done nothing to curtail the power of
great corporations; it has, in faot, turned
away the attention of the people from the
true cure for the truste’ exactions and
tyrannies,

“Need we explain,” say the committee
“that this (the true cure) is by removal
of import duties from all articles whose
production they monopolize? It is self-
evident that a law taxing the American
people for the beneflt of mon:‘)olhh who
un_exfort their goods at a profit for lower

rices than they exact of us at home, should

repealed, and that protection should no
longer be extended those who have
proved t! do not need it.”

More valuable, however, than Govern-
mental intervention, in the opinion of the
committee, would be closer unde ng
and interaction between the shipping public
and the transporation companies. The
committee prediots that the truest successs
of the Interstate Commerce Commission
and the law whioh oreated it will be found
in the harmonious interaction between
shippers and railway officials which it has
brought about.

The committee does not profess to be able
to give the complete explanation of the
October panio, but the BState legislation
against railroads certainly had an un-
favorable effect on the values of those
stocks. The report says:

Their meddlesome interference was not,
doubtless, the cause of the panic, but it un-
doubtedly contributed to make bad worse.
Your committee is inclined to hold BState
action far more responsible for this than
pational action. To our mind the fashion
now prevailing in some quarters of charging
our financial disasters to efforts of the execu-
tive branch of the Government to make of
the Sherman and Elkins acts something better
than a dead letter and té hold great corpora-
tions to their obligations in the publio service
is too absurd for serious discussion. It is a
whimsey of present day politics, to be men-
tioned only to be dismissed.

Its President, Dr. Rebert 8. Weodward,

Woodward, president of
the Carnegie Institution at Washington,

SPECIAL SESSIONS REVERSES
MAGISTRATE KERNOCHAN.

Bloyele Policeman Whese Speeding Charge
Was Dismissed in Police Court Upheld
by Twe of Three Justices—Seven Miles
an Hour, the Defendant Thought.

William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., who was
arrested at the Thirty-fourth street ferry
on Sunday, March 8, after a chase by Bicycle
Policeman Morrison, was cohvicted of
violating the speed law in .the Court of
Special Bessions yesterday and fined $15.
In the police court the day after the arrest
Magistrate Kernochan dismissed the case.
Morrison got the District Attorney's office
to take it to Special Sessions.

Morrison testified yesterday that he first
saw Mr. Vanderbilt at Madison avenue
and Fiftieth street under tow. Later, he
said, Mr, Vanderbilt went fast down Madi-
son avenue under his own power. Be-
tween Forty-first and Thirty-eighth streets
he caught the time as thirty miles an hour.
He was unable to keep up and loat sight
of the car when it turned east through
Thirty-eighth street. He overtook it at the
ferry just before the boat started.

Mr, Vanderbilt said that the machine
he was driving when he was arrested was
his 90 horse-power Mercedes, a car oap-
able of golnf eighty miles an hour.
But his rate of speed on this on was
at no time ter than seven miles an
hour, he § ")l&)lm,ohhw was out of
order,” he told the Court, “and 1 had to run
on first sepeed. That made the motor
revolve very fast, with a tremendous noise.
In Lexington aveune I glanced at my
speedometer and we were go about five
mijles an hour, e were 80 much
nolse, however, that every one was looking
at the car.”

Assistant District Attorney Whiteside
asked if it were true that the machine
skidded in tu ocorners on that run.
Mr. Vanderbilt said_ that it did not skid.
John H. Bradford, Jr., a broker, testified
that he saw Mr. Vanderbilt going down

lieving that the preponderance of evi-

The
decision of the court is that the defendant
pay a fine of $15 or spend three days in the
City Prison.” Mr, Vanderbilt peeled a
twenty dollar bill from a roll and paid the
fine. Hummel, his chauffeur, was
then arraigned charged with two speed
violations. He was acoused of huvlns gone
too fast at the time that Mr. Vanderbilt
was epeeding, as he was driving the car
that had been towing Mr. Vanderbilt. He
was found guilty but sentence was sus-
pended. /

street and Central Park West, he was con-
victed and fined $5.

NEED OF BEVENTH AV. SUBWAY.

Yice-President Reéa of P. R. R. Urges It
instead of Broadway-Lexingten Line.

Samuel Rea, third vice-president of the
Pennsylvania Railroad, has written to
Comptroller Metz supporting the contention
made by John B. McDonald that there is
no need for the proposed Broadway-Lex-
ington avenue subway, and that the traflic
requirements of the city will be met for
som e time to come by continuing a branch
of the present subway from Forty-second
street south under Seventh avenue. Mr.
Rea sald:

This line on the west alde of the city Is iin-
peralively needed, because the Penusylvania
Rallroad and Long Island Railroad will place
in the Seventh avenue and Thirty-third street
district daily over 200,000 passengers. In
addition the United States Post Office and
oth
viclaity, so that for the accommodation of
the citizens in various parts of New York
clity, and especially those in the boroughs of
Brooklyn and Queens, which will reach our
station over the lL.ong' Island Hallroad, the
Seventh avenue subway will be an absolute
necessity. If this subway had for ite purpose
the accommodation of citizens and business
men only in the Borough of Manhattan, or if
its construction placed upon the city a very
heavy burden compared with other subways
now recommended, or if there was on the
West Side a subway line already in operation
there might properly be considerable objec-
tion from the residents in the other boroughs,

but as no subway has been provided for the '

west side of the city and with over 200,000
passengers to be accommodated every day,
largely made up of residents in the other
boroughs transacting business in the Borough
of Manhattan, in addition to the people on
the West Side now requiring acoommodation,
and as the Beventh avenue subway will supple-
ment to such a large extent the carrying
capacity of the present subway, unquestion-
ably it should be bulit at the earliest possible
opportunity,

Rambling and at Times Contradietory,
Emphasizes His Abnorioality —Liedt.
and Mre. Shoppard to Be Buried To-day.

Frank Zasters, the weak witted Bohemian
who has confessed the killing of Lieut.
Willlam B. Sheppard, Mre. Sheppard and
Jennie Bendy, their servant girl, near
Wickatunk, N, J., retold the story of the
murders half a dozen times yesterday and
wrote out a oonfession for Prosecutor
Btokes. He had to be prodded to the telling
becatuse his voice would fall away into a
mumble and he would drop off to sleep
or a pretence of sleep.

At timea thay bad to shake him roughly
by the shoulder or shout in his ear to rouse
him. And after every narration of inel-
dents of the murders Zastera would open
his eyes, stare sleepily at his questioner
and agk:

“What was it I have been saying? Tdon't
believe I did any of those things."”

They leot hia father, Anton Zastera, a de-
ocent, hardworking steam engineer, who
says that his son has never been normal in
mind or body, see the prisonet late yesterday
afternoon. The father, who had got out of
bed after a surgical opetation, had to wait
several hours until the Prosecutor and a
flock of sleuths had returned from the
Sheppard farm near Wickatunk, where they
had been searching fruitiesaly for the money
young . Zastera says he took from Lieut,
Sheppard’s wallet after he had ghot to death
everybody in the house save Mary Seaso,
the baby.

Mr., Zastera took his son's hand when
he went into the cell room, leaned over and
said in English:

“Frank, I want you to tell me the truth,
I'm your father and I must know. Did
you do what you told these officers you did?”

Zastera opened his eyes and answered
with more animation then he had shown
while the detedtives were questioning him,

“Yes, I did it. I shot 'em. No, I don'’t
know why I did.”

His father refused to believe that Zastera
was telling the truth,

“He has never been strong in his mind,”
said the old man, *but he was too good
hearted to hurt anything. Two years
ago he saved a dog from a trolley car and

the dog bit him. Frank thought he had

hydrophobia and that it tumed his brain.
The dootor said not, but Frank always
thinks he has that madness.

“Then he has never been strong in body,
not like other boyw, 8o I sent him to work
on farms to get strong. He worked for
Dr. J. P, Ottiok at North Brandford, Conn.,
for three months last summer, and every-
body liked the boy. He knows nothing
about guns and couldn't shoot one. They
have kept him without sleep and they have
hit him, maybe, and they haven't fed him,
so he gets scared and tells them anything
they want to know. Frank is so nervous
that when he gaw his sister sick in a hospital
last year he screamed and ran out of the
room."

The other persons who talked to young
Zastera yesterday went away convinoced
that he was telling the truth when he said
he shot the Shopgardt and the girl.

At one time the boy said he addressed
an insulting remark to Mrs. Sheppard
when she came downstairs in her night
dress, and that when she soreamed for help
he sunatched up the mguzlne shotgun and
killed her, murdering the husband to save
his own life and shooting down dJennie
Bendy to prevent the girl g vlnf the alarmi.
Robbery followed as an afterthought.
Half an hour later he was repeating the
oconfession Stokes and the detectives got
from him on Susday after ten hours work
--that he knew Mr, Sheppard had a good
deal of money and that he murde the
family to get the money and killed the girl
to keep her from telling. He admitted that
he had been given to vicious praotises for
years and luuf Leen under the treatment of a
physiocian.

tera insisted all through the various
accounts he gave that he murdered on the
impulse of & moment. 1t was Mrs. She
rd herself who had told him the nh&;;.
fore that the repeating shotgun was
loaded, cautioning him not to handle it.

The boy told half a dozen different yarns
about what he had done with the money
he took from Mr. Sheppard’s pocket, and
detectives went ont on as many chases on
the strength of them.

I then went back to where Mr. Sheppard’s
body was and took pocketbook from his hip
pockeét and took out the bills but left the
check. I then put the pockethook In his
pocket and went upstairs and put the gun in
corner of small room and then came down
stalrs and run out the gide shed door and
dropped the money next to woodpile. I then
went and notifled Mr. Wall,
’ FRANK ZASTERA.

Zastera was charged with murder after
he had written his confession. Justice
Voorhis will be asked to empanel a special
(rand Jury to take up Zastera's case. The
boy hasn't procured a lawyer yet,and none
of the public and private, regular and volun-
teer detectives that have been practising
on his clouded wits has taken the trouble
to warn him that anything he gays may be

used n&gut him.

INSANE PREACHER Rii.l.S WIFE.

Goes Home After Big Revival Meeoting
and Gashes Her With a Razor.

WHEELING, W. Va., May 18.—In a fit of
insanity last night the Rev. 8. C. Coffman,
pastor of the Meadowdale circuit in Marion
county and formerly pastor of the Hope
Methodist Episcopal Church of this city,
killed his young wife.

About b o'clock this morning the preacher,
covered with blood, staggered into a farm-
house half & mile from his home and ex-
claimed: “I have killed my wife!” When
neighbors got to the Coffman house they
found the t\ody of Mre. Coffman covered
with wounds in tnuyard. She had been
literally cut to pi . A bloody razor at
her side showed how the deed had been done.

Coffman was put iy the Marion count
jail at Fairmont. He says that at 2 o'cloc
this morning he awakened and found him-
sell in the yard standing over the dead bod
of his wife with the bloody razor in his hand.
